New Attractions For 
Army Enlistments 


The “ Armed Forces Voluntary Re­ 
cruitment Act of 
19 45” has been 
passed and now becomes a law, ac­ 
cording to Col. 
Robert L. 
Bacon, 
Military Personnel Procurement head 
of 
the 
Eighth 
Service 
Command. 
Under this new act, the present na­ 
tion-wide recruiting 
campaign 
will 
be conducted, in an effort to put the 
post-war Army on a voluntary basis. 


The new act extends to enlisted 
- 
. . - 
men of the army many privileges 
never before enjoyed, privileges that 
will serve to make an army career 
very attractive, the Colonel said. It 
is anticipated that provisions con­ 
tained in the bill will speed up ma­ 
terially the rate 
of voluntary en­ 
listments. 
Enlistment periods are for one 
year, eighteen months, two 
years, 
end three years. In the first category, 
however, the one year period, only 
men 
who 
have 
performed 
active 
service of not less than six months, 
will 
be permitted to enlist. These 
men now serving in the Army of the 
United States may be discharged for 
the purpose of enlisting as a regu­ 
lar, and may be reenlisted in their 
present 
temporary 
or 
permanent 
grade. 
No person, however, who is now 
serving under an enlistment which 
began on or after 1 June 19 45, will 
be permitted to be discharged for 
the purpose of enlisting for a period 
shorter than the one in which he is 
now serving. 
A reenlistment furlough is also 
provided, 
(if 
reenlistment 
occurs 
within 20 days) and the length of 
this furlough is computed on the 
basis of 30 days for each year of 
completed service; the f u r 1 o u g,h 
however, will not exceed 9 0 days in 
length. 
Furlough 
travel 
allowance 
is 
a 
new and attractive feature of the 
bill. This provides for 5 cents per 
mile, for going and return journey, 
and this will be paid in advance at 
the time furlough becomes effective. 
A further payment will be made 
in the form of mustering out pay, 
if an immediate reenlistment is ef­ 
fected, plus an additional allowance 
of $50 for each year of completed 
service. 
A family allowance is also pro­ 
vided 
for 
dependents 
of 
enlisted 
men. This is a privilege extended to 
those who enlist or reenlist prior to 
1 July 19 40, and continues for the 
full period of enlistment. 
An enlisted man may, at the com­ 
pletion of 20 years, retire from ac­ 
tive service at his own request. He 
will remain a member of the ERC 
(Enlisted Reserve Corps) until hi; 
active service 
p l u s ERC 
service 
equals 30 years. Retirement m ay be 
requested 
at 
any 
time 
after 
20 
years of service, and pay is com­ 
puted on the basis of 2Va per cen: 
per year of the average annual pay.
